Funeiiai. of Gknrral Lyon at iiis Nativi 
Pi.ai e— Oration by thk Hon. Galusha A. 
Grow. — The remains of Gen. Nathanel Lyon 
were committed to their final resting place in his 
native town of Kastford, Conn., on Thursday le st. 
Not less than 20,000 people visited Kastford to 
witness the ceremonies. The lion. Galusha A. 
Grow delivered the oration, and addresses were 
made by Gov. Buckingham, ex-Gov. Cleveland, 
Gov. Sprague, Jud* e Carpenter, Judge Colt of 
Missouri, the Hon. Richard Busteed of New York, 
and others. Mr. Grow, who is a native of Kast- 
ford, in the course of his oration, said: 

TV ar was not the greatest calamity that could 
lisfal a nation — degradation and loss of national 
manhood were the greatest, for their inlluence 
extended through untold generations, carrying 
misery and woe in their train. We are called 
upon to-dy to defend a principle of Govern- 
ment against a world in arms. To-dav your 
townsman fills and to-day the llag which was 
watered by our forefathers' blood is dishonored 
on the soil by men born within the shades of 
\V ashington; and we were called upon to vindi- 
cate our national existence by all the obligations 
to our Maker and to a common humanity. 

The boom of cannon on the plains of Lexing- 
ton shook a continent and bore an obscure militia 
colonel from the shades of Mount Vernon to the 
highest pinnacle of earthlv glory, to stand forev- 
er on that proud pedestal, peei less among men, 
while it called Stark front his granite hills, Put- 
nam from his plow, and Green from hi* black- 
smith's forge to immortal tame. The iron hail 
beatiug against the walls of Sumpter again 
shakes the continent, and the genius of bistorv 
is recording the names of those who were born 
not to die. 

Let the bier pass on; mourn not for the dead — 
M 8lne# to all men on thi« #;»rtli 
Death cometh soon or late, 

How then can a man die better 
Tb »n facing a fearful odds 
For »lie a.ffies of Ills father* 

And the teoiples of hi* God . ” 

No man lives in vain or for himself dioi too soon 
who falls defonding the liberties of bis country or 
the rightsof mankind. 

So long a* the Mississippi rolls from tbe mount- 
ain* to the * 9 % lie waters will murmur a requiem 
lo the departed. And though his ashes deep 
amid t he scenes his infancy loved so well, his 
tomb is the hearts of his countrymen, his monu- 
ment the granite hills of a nation rejoicing in 
freedom. Fortunate in life be is duubly fortunate 
in death — for

Gen. Lyon has left three brothers and three 
sisters. He himself was never married. Two of 
the brothers live in Kastford and one in New York 
Stale. One of the shters lives in New York 
Slat*, one in Massachusetts, and the last at Ash- 
ford, Connecticut. 



CiTl ’he Boston Shoe and Leather Reporter .avs 
that the South had a good stock of Northern- 
made shoes at the commencement of tbe war, 
which is not yet exhausted, and that of the six 
thousand tanoerie3 in the United State i two 
thousand are in the slave Slates, their full pro-

The Attempt on Garibaldi s Lii i — The 
last foreign arrival brought intelligence of a new 
attempt to assassinate Garibaldi. The particu- 
lars of the plot are fully given in a letter lo tbe 
Genoese paper, 11 Movimento, written by (lie Si- 
cilian hero's friend and guest, Vecchi: 

Capukra, August 18. 

Last night three light- lioraemen arrived here. 
They had heard a rumor that two illfavored in- 
dividuals had landed on Caprera. That appeared 
to us mere idle gossip; they took their leave and 
we went to supper. Then Stagneli and 1 tock a 
'troll with our cigars till eleven o’clock, and 
went to b#d. 

AI»out three in the morning I heard the dogs 
bark and jump out of their kennels. Imin*diateiv 
after I fell asleep again. Ateuit liveoclock 1 whs 
up and vaw the gens d’aimes, who related to nte 
w hat had happened during the night. 

When we went to supper they had gone to the 
rocks which commanded our courtyard and 
stre'ched themselves out at a short distance from 
each other. At three o'clock they heard the 
sound of footsteps, aril sa>v two men passing be- 
fore th#m through the darkness, about a pistol 
shot off'. The guard cried out, *’ Who goes 
there?'' They answered him by a shot. The 
soldiers then pursued them, shouting, “Stop, in 
the King’s name!’* A voice replied in a volley 
of obscenities. 

The gms d \i rmes tired again, and heard one of 
the rascals cry out, “Holy Virgin!” Then both 
of them scampered off with the utmost speed. 

Coming up to the place where these miserable^ 
had been, I he soldier found their musket balls 
buried in a rock, and several prints of bloody 
hand-* on the granite. There was a bloody track 
running some distance along the road, a blood- 
stained handkerchief and a powder-horn. 

From l he fact that the wounded men cried, 
“Jesus Maria! Giuseppe!” as they tied, the ynis 
ii urines concluded that they were foreign assas- 
sins, and not bandits of the island. 

After the General had taken his bath, we in- 
formed him of what had happened. With hi* or- 
dinary’ indifference he made light of the matter, 
said that he had seen tbe men on the rocks, beg- 
ged t h e yetis d a rmes not to frighten the popula- 
tion of Magdalena by spreading the story, and 
then went off to look at the little vineyard of his 
with a friend. 

But the soldiers, by their report to the author- 
ities, had startled tbe whole country; exaggera- 
tions of it grew from mouth to mouth; the wo- 
men shrieked front their windows that the Gen- 
eral was killed; and everybody ran to the harbor 
to take refuge in a vessel. All the officials rtn 
armed into the piazza, and 1 seemed to be lock- 
ing at tbe esplanade of the Palace of Ca^erta, at 
the period w hen we were having the honor to

I think a compromise could have been made with- 
out national or individual dishonor. But the 
time for compromise is gone and we must adapt our 
action to things as they are, and act upon reali- 
ties. It is the duty of all good citizens to support 
the Constitution, as that is the bond of the I nion 
of the States. Tracer ve the Constitution and tbe 
Union is perpetuated. Overthrow- the Constitu- 
tion, and the l nion is destroyed. For one I would 
not 4 consent to a dissolution of the Union, or 
consider terms of separation.” With those in re- 
bellion against the Government, 1 "have no com- 
promises to make — no terms to offer, ether than 
an unconditional Hihmittton by th«m to the 
Union, tbe Constitution, and ihe laws. 

lo maintain tbe Constitution and l** e Union, 
and fet nothing else, 1 ain for a vigorous pic edi- 
tion of tbe war until all the people io all the 
States shall submit to them. For thla purpose, 
and no other. 1 am ready and willing to give tbe 
President all the men and money be mav require. 
Civilization and Christianity demand that we 
should accompany the sword wi h propositions of 
peace.

How the Southern Army is Provided For — 
A 11|8Tory 01 Its Com miss aki at— The K\i*b- 
riknck of a Com fan v. — The editor of the Rich- 
mond Kx.iminer is a reck lead sort of fellow, and 
i.isists upon grumbling in liun style in spite of 
tbe rebel despotism and tho censorship of tbe 
press. He is an undoubted (ire-eater, and a tlasri- 
cally educated de. perado. ( >ur readers have hoard 
of him — John M. Daniels, late Minister lo Sar- 
dinia. We lind Iho following iu his paper of An 
gust JO: 

We have laid in the taginning of this war, and 
we repeat it, that “taliind every victory or defeat 
stalks the ghost of a commi.vaarv." Whatever 
the fortune of particular battles, that of Ihe cam- 
paign will be mainly decided by tbe hmlfh of Ihe 
army. The penny- w He, pound foolish policy 
which we have witnessed in the transactions of 
the furnishing department is as false to th 9 spirit 
of the South as it i- to its needs. Food rendered 
unpalatable and unwholesome by tbe neglect of 
procuring suitable Imilors and bake-ovens, then 
by the absence of bakers ami cooks in a country 
where tbev abound, is one chi 'if permanent cau.*e 
of ill health in our camp ; another is insufficient 
protection from the inclemencies of the weather. 
r*> many tents without fiy-clotbs let. the rain 
spatter through and wet everything. Surely Ur. 
at least, might have been found to make them 
water-proof. Finally, (lie noglect of cleanliness, 
alike personal and public, and the facility with 
which w hisky is circulate*! through our camps, 
concur to swell the eick list. * * * 

A company of volunteers, encainprd within a 
few hours' j >urney of their respective homes, 
during a period of six weak a in niidjiimmer, 
had never fredi meat or vegetables allow* *1 them. 
They had but one axe in camp, and one old hatch- 
et— no hammers, saws or other necessary tools, 
not even nails — not. a pot in which to bril or stew, 
until tbe writer borrowed one for them of his 
own motion from a neighboring farmer. They 
had not a t ingle large fork, spoon, or ladle, but 
one common meal knife — no chopper, no lire- 
tongs or shovel, no pot hook >nly f**ur wooden 
trays of the smallest size jf buckets, about one 
of the common size, painted insula, to a dozen 
men— and of basins still tower— about half aa 
many tin cups and plates, knives, and fork a as 
there are men in the company. Many were with- 
out a change of clothe# for weeks together. They 
had not a mat* -lisa to *>r tinderbox, no serviceable 
lantern, «*r lamps. Not ovens or pans enough to 
cook a whole meal at a lime -no washerwomen, 
as allowed by the *’Regulationa," nor other ser- 
vants whatsoever. Their meal was nearly all 
fried, and their rations, wastefully prepared* and 
wretched y cooked, hardly ever went round with- 
out some one's being shard out. No wood was 
ever broughl but such a:; tbe cooks dragged from 
the forest near by. The only time the men were 
allowed to bath# was immediately after sup- 
per. They were officered by a West Point 
Captain, and all llieir officers were gentle- 
men of relined culture, who kept I heir own 
servants, their own table, and ignored as 
much a . 1 possible Ihe existence of Ihe inen when 
oft' duty. Their tjuarlerroarter and Commissary, 
who, for the company, are one person, was as 
usual a sergeant, w ho, aa is customary, evaded .n 
milch aa possible Ihe duties of the « *mmi <i«m » t. 
I'his slate »*f Ihmgs occasioned great discontent- — 
the camp was always grumbling, but no member 
of Ihe cmpanc ever took upon himself to obtain, 
or e\ en demanded redress or grievances. A few 
deserted -more would, had they dared — disaffec- 
tion with the service was general. Treated wtrae 
than any n**rr_» slaver, they said among thein- 
selv# “What if the South whips, we die, th« 
Don-fllavebolding whites will gel nothing by it. 
They «aid much worse than this, foi they were 
v irtually aLoliiiooized by Iheir position, and they 
had not culture or reason enough to underatand 
the compare! ive ad vantages which even the poor- 
est Avhite mao in the South enjoys, in consequence 
of a system which checks foreign emigration and 
keeps arable land? always open to his industry. 
Thri company, which contained a fair proportion 
of intelligence and manhood, mSmitled passively 
to the privations above mentioned within hail of 
Iheir own homes. What, then, cm be expected 
of soldiers far away fn*ni home, and placed under 
physical at well as moral disabilitie Here they 
were v am pel in a very healthy location, and too 
few ill lumber to vitiate tb# air. The water** 
within rhol abound in fish. There was every- 
thing to tantalize, lo provoke t he explosion of 
individual eneigie-. but the very idea that they 
were soldiers paralyzed them. 

When Ihe writer, visiting the camp, represent- 
ed its wants to its captain, he was told that the 
Commissirv Department had refuse! to' furnish 
more than we have mentioned, and afterward}, 
at another place, the only sdJitioDs made were of 
rice and some sheet -iron camp kettles, 

half full of boles, and pome little axes, besides 
what the captain purchased for the company out 
of his own p«*hel.. 

The experience of this company ij still very 
favorable, on the whole, as compared with a great 
many others we could name.

Attempt of Rebel Sailors i«» Caituus a 
Smjf. — l'he ship Resolute. C'apt. Thomas F. 
Freeman, arrived this morning from Liverpool 
with the whole crew in a state of mutiny. Tbe 
circumstances in this «ase are of ihe most aggra- 
vating character, and show how far secession 
principles have been engrafted up >n the feelings 
of many of those who have been brought under 
its inlluence. The crew of the Resolute left New - 
Orleans some months ago to avoid being drafted 
into tbe military organization then forming in 
that city. They came to Liverpool in a South- 
ern ship and then left her. During their stay in 
Liverpool they talked freely and loudly of “sesesh” 
and its glories, and when their means were ex- 
hausted they shipped on board the Iir&dute, with 
the determination, it is alleged, of either captur- 
ing the ship themselves, or in the event of fall- 
ing in with a privateer lo lake such mea ures as 
would result in the ship falling into the hands of 
the pirates. 

They kept their plans secret until they were 
well ai sea, and then began (o talk defiantly and 
openly avow their sympathy with the secession 
cause. Everyday their cordjcl became more 
and mure threatening, until ai la *t they made 
Iheir boasts that they would lake the ship when 
thev thought proper. Captain Freeman became 
alarimd for the safety of bi t vessel, and made 
preparations to resist them should they a item pi 
to take the ship. The passenger* were informed 
of the condition of aft'ur>. ami to a man resolved 
to stand by the captain and officers of the ship. 

Shortly after her anchor was let go, .Sergeant 
Holland," of the harbor police, boarded her and 
found the entire crew turned into llieir berths, re- 
fusing even io furl the sail 1 . He immediately 
obtained tbe facts from the Captain us above sta- 
ted, and then ordered tbe W’ould-be-pirates to get 
up and dress their elves aa quickly as possible, 
ard prepare lo go on shore. 

They were then ironed and conveyed to Ihe 
United Stales Marshal's office t** be examined be- 
fore a United States commissioner. Ihe follow- 
ing is a list of the priaoncte:

— The readers of the Jour- 
nal will thank us for giving them an opportu- 
nity of reading the brilliant and effective 
speech of the Hon. Joseph Holt in the city of 
New York. He in vain attempted to excuse 
himself to tho people of that loyal city. In 
no part of the Union has his matchless services 
been better appreciated, and even his native 
State is not prouder of him than the people of 
New York arc. His progress from Boston to 
Albany was amidst an almost continuous ova- 
tion. 

The speech was badly reported in the New 
York papers. It is published accurately in 
our paper, and it is in all respects worthy of 
the gifted and eloquent Kentuckian. 



C^The Legislature, it will l»c seen, broke 
the ice of inaction yesterday, but failed to step 
iirmlv in. We suppose it will to-morrow ven- 
ture timorously to put in one foot! Wc arc 
aware of the excuse the majority plead for their 
wretched boggling, but the excuse is a poor 
one; their boggling is inexcusable. No possi- 
ble good arising from delay can bear any com- 
parison with the necessary evil. The course 
of the Legislature since the invasion of our 
territory by tho Confederate troops has 
been wholly indefensible; it has been below 
the requirement* of a healthful public spirit, 
bdow the claims of the public safety, below the 
demands of the people, and below, far below, 
the dictates ot a manly and enlightened poliey. 
R has done much towards impairing the jopu- 
lar confidence in the capacity of the Legisla- 
ture either to appreciate or grapple with the 
crisis. A few more days of inaction and the 
people will conclude justly that the most for- 
midable enemy of the State is entrenched in the 
Capitol. Is the Legislature prepared to face 
the consequences of this conclusion? 



The Courier of Tuesday has a long article 
referring to alleged threats of Union authori- 
ties or Union individuals to destroy the Cou- 
rier office. The Lditor gets equally indignant 
aud eloquent upon the subject and gives sol- 
emn warning of the awful fate, which, he 
says, will most certainly befall any and all who 
^hall dare to interfere with his publication, 
llis readers might suppose, from the ominous 
notes of warning he gives, that he thinks the 
lilting of a finger against his paper would be 
the most terrible crime of the age, and a crime 
certain to meet the most dreadful retribution 
that the human mind can contemplate. 

'lhc Cornier is an able paper. In its inter- 
course with other papers, it is generally cour- 
teous. It has our best uishes for its pecuniary 
prosperity. Wc should be sorry to sec the 
hand of lawless violence laid upon it. We 
trust there is no danger of anything of the 
kind. But, whatever may or may not hap- 
pen, tho Courier has very little right, in fact 
no right at all, to put in the pica of persecu- 
tion. When the Louisville Journal was cut 
tff from its Southern circulation, not by Iaw, 
not by the voice of the people, but by tyranni- 
cal and self-constituted Vigilance Committees, 
the Courier exulted at what was done and 
sueered at and taunted us on account of it. 
The Editor has all along rejoiced in the whole 
condition of things existing in tho South- 
ern Confederacy, where, as he well knows, 
a paper denouncing the Confederate Govern- 
m'lit, as hi - paper denounces the United States 
Government, would be demolished in an hour 
after its first appearance. Ho sustains the 
Southern sedition law, which makes all words 
uttered against the Government, whether in 
newspapers or in conversation, treasonable and 
prescribes for them the harshest punishment. 
Yes, ho approves and justifies and applauds 
the annihilation of all liberty ot speech aud of 
the press in his favorite Confederacy, smiling 
to behold all offending papers demolished and 
their Editors consigned to the ignominious pun- 
ishment due to treason, but, when he hears 
that his own paper is iu peril on account of a 
more ferocious and savage opposition to the 
United States Government than any other 
paper in the world ever made or dared to make 
to the Government of its own country in time 
of war, his indignation and horror at the bare 
idea of his concern’s being molested know no 
bounds. 

The Editor of the Courier, to the whole ex- 
tent of his power, has been a most pestilent 
Lditor. All his influences have been evil. He 
has encouraged and instigated in all possible 
ways forcible violations of the laws of the 
land. He has labored to persuade his friends 
and all other citizens to set law and order at 
defiance. He has recognized the obligation of 
no law not squaring with his political views 
and ends. He has called upon the people 
up in open and armed rebellion 
the laws prohibiting the extension 
and comfort to the enemies 
country. He has invoked the 
people to open resistance against the tax law 
and other laws enacted by Congrets. Lie 
recognizes no public duty of obedience to any 
laws at variance with the treasonable purposes 
his party has in view. He approves tho firing 
of mobs upon steamboats on the bare suspi- 
cion of their haying arms on board destined 
for Union men, and advocates tho tearing up 
of railroads for a like reason. He condemns 
no theft, reprobates no murder or arson, com- 
mitted by disunionists for tho promotion 
of the disunion cause. He delights in the 
incursion of Tennesseeans into Kentucky to 
seize Kentucky steamboats and Kentucky 
men and to bear boats and men to Tennessee. 
No word of censure does he ever speak against 
the horrid anarchy, the direful reign of terror, 
prevailing in tho secession counties of South- 
ern Kentucky. Union men are assassinated 
there, their property is seized and confiscated, 
hundreds of them with their families are driv- 
en in want and woe into exile and warned 
never to return on penalty of death, there is no 
more law in that doomed region than among 
the wild beasts of the desert or the wilderness, 
but ot all this he has no complaint to make. 

In tho prosecution of bis fell purpose of dis- 
union, he would break up the whole founda- 
tion and break down the whole edilice of civil 
society, but oh, when he hears a whisper, that, 
in the midst of the ragings of the spirit he has 
evoked, the hand of lawless or lawful force 
may be laid upon his office, from which ‘-lire- 
brands, arrows, and death' 1 are daily hurled 
through the land, words fail him in his effort 
to express his sense of the magnitude and aw 
fulness of the alleged crime and his concep- 
tion of thedreadtul results that must follow. 

May the cup of bitterness, filled by the 
Courier’s hand for myriads of others, never 
be commended to its own traitor-lips. May 
it live to repent ot the blackest crimes that 
mortal newspaper ever perpetrated. It has 
kindled the tire— may it not perish in the con- 
flagration. It has struck at the barriers that 
shut out the foaming waters of strife— may it 
not be drowned in the deluge.

Equally matured is the public judgment as to 
the consequences which would flow from the suc- 
cess of the rebellion. The providences of God 
and the most sacred compacts of men have made 
us one people, and the experience of three quar- 
ters of a century has demonstrated that in this 
unity of government, of country, and of people 
consist at once our greatness and our happiness. 
To dismember these Stales now, and cast their 
wretched fragment* upon the wild and bloody 
torrent of revolution to become the prey of every 
Audatious spoiler, would bo as fatal to our repose 
and freedom as a Dation, anil to all our hop<? of 
future prosperity, as the severance of our own 
bidies would be fatal to the life that is within us. 

Equally fixed is the pubic mind in reference 
to the character of this war. It is not one of ag- 
gression, or conquest, or spoliation, or passion, 
but, in every light in which it can be regarded, it 
13 a war of duty. The struggle is intensely one 
for national existence, and so hallowed in its 
spirit and aims that tho flick and the pastor, 
those who worship around, and those who minis- 
ter at the altar, may contribute alike their blood 
and treasure in its support, in full Assurance, 
that in so doing, they coine up only to the re- 
quirement* of a Christian and patriotic life. It 
is a war ot duty, because under our Christian 
civilization no nation can commit suicide with- 
out tho perpetration of a cowardly and infamous 
crime; but. morally at least, that nation does 
commit suicide which surrenders up its life to an 
enemy from which courage and manhood could 
have saved it. It is a war of duty, because we 
have no right to bear our fathers' names and in- 
sult their memory by giving up, to l*e trodden 
under the feet of traitor.*, the noble institutions 
purchased by their blood. It is a war of duty, 
because we have no right to bjstow our names 
upon our children stripped of that grand inheri- 
tance which belongs to them, and for the trans- 
mission of which we arc but the appointed agents 
of the illustrious men who won it by the sword 
and with their lives. It ii a war of duty, be- 
cause, devoted as we profess to be t j law anil order 
and to the highest interests of civilization, it is 
among our most pressing obligations to rebuke 
and chastise the daring i rime, whit h, through the 
Southern rebellion, is being committed, not only 
against our >elve*, but against the very race to 
which we belong. It is finally a war of duty, 
l*ecau?e we have assumed to ourselves as a people, 
the special champion -hip, at once of the right 
and of the capacity of man for self government, 
and that assumption has been accepted by the 
lovers of freedom everywhere; and now, with the 
nations looking down upon us, as from the seats 
of some vast amphitheatre, we cannot, without 
treachery to our trust and complete self-degra 
dation, suffer this sacred and sublime cause to be 
stri.ken down upon the battle fields of the South, 
and left to perish there amid the leers aud con- 
tempt of Kings and of despots. How often and 
how exultingly have they prophesied ibis dav, 
and how have they longed for its coming! In tbo 
essential antagonism of thoir institutions to ours 
acd in their intense abhorrence of that system of 
government which give? the honors aud fortunes 
of the world to the toiling millions who are the 
architects «*f both, how gladly would each one of 
thorn to day build a monument to the rkira, pro- 
vided he could inscribe upon it these won I : “In 
memory of the groaf Republic of the United 
States; founded by Washington, destroyed by 
Toombs, Twiggs, and Floyd!” What a record for 
humanity would that be' * 

Fellow citizen?, I do but utter a truth which is 
now sadly present to all mind.?, when 1 sav that 
thedisloi ally in our midst, especially at VVash- 
ington and in the border States, has been a fruit- 
ful source of disaster and <1 scouragoment since 
the very commencement of this fsarful struggle. 
Thi? evil has assumed, under the forbearance of 
the Government and people, such startling pro- 
portions, that its suppression is everywhere felt to 
be a paramount duly on the part of the adminis- 
tration. Its prevalence has been marked by the 
same treacheries and gross excesses which have 
been it? unfailing characteristic? in other ages 
and countries. Next to the worship of the Fath- 
er of our spirits, the love of our native land ii at 
once the strongest and the noblest sentiment of 
which our nature is susceptible. When that sen- 
timent has been corrupted, like an arch from 
which the keystone has been withdrawn, the 
whole moral character seem? to tumble into ruin? 

1 be public and private profligacy of traitor.? and 
spias, both male and female, i? vouched for bv all 
history, and indeed has well nigh grown into a 
proverb. The man who will betray bis country 
will betray bis God; he will betray bis kindred 
and friends, and, if need be, the wifi of his bo- 
som and the children of his loins. 

This evil is to be overcome, not by mobs— .whoa* 
action is for every reason to te deplored— but by 
the intrepidly exerted authority of t|, 9 executive 
branch of the Government, fearlessly assuming 
all responsibility, and by the vet more crushing 
power of public opinion, branding disloyalty as 
socially and politically infamou?. whenever 'and 
wherever encountered. The Government can 
never attain to tho moral power required to sub- 
duo this rebellion until society, whose corruption 
and ruin it seeks, shall have the courage within 
its own circles and at its own firesides to denounce 
and stigmatize treason and traitors as tbev are 
denounced and stigmatized by the Constitution 
and laws. Suppose you lived in one of those 
cities whore there i? not only a steam lire engine 
but a paid company to operate it. retained bv the 
corporation, and your house being on lire! and 
thn engine and company vigorously at work to 
extinguish it, ruppoee you saw from time to time 
mon creeping out of the crowd and stealthily let- 
ting their knives ioto the ho.;e from which the 
water was e*n n to spout in every direction, upon 
the street and pavements, how long do v«u think 
the prr -nco of such mbereanto would be tolera- 
ted? But suppose, upon looking more closely into 
their faces, you should discover that quite a nuin 
ber of the?e mon were members of the fire compa- 
ny, receiving their salaries from the very treasury 
to which you yourself had contributed. In the 
first burst of your indignation, would you not feel 
that if the wretch#* weie thrown into the (limes 
they were thus indirectly feeding, their punish- 
ment would not be too severe? And yet this has 
been nrecisely the condition of the government of 
the United States. The hose with which tho Ad- 
ministration has been striving to extinguish the 
files of this rebellion, has been cut and cut con- 
tinually by faithless and sbam«d e *.s ingrata? living 
upon the public treasury. Vigorous acd well- 
directed measures have been sdonted to purge the 
Executive Departments at Washington of these 
traitorous hose cuiter?. ard good prog res j has 
bsen made in the patriotic w<*k. From the man- 
ner however in which information continues to 
reach Hie enemy, no douffr many of them yet re- 
main, and are daily betra> iog tde band that feed 3 
them. In this hour of imminent nati >»al danger, 
acd threatened calamity, none should be alio wee 
to remain a moment in the public service whose 
loyalty is not above all suspicion, and no loyalty 
can now be trusted which is not open and known 
of all and which is not ardent and unceasing in 
its manifestations. Stringent steps too have been 
taken in the treatment of spies and men other- 
wise disloyal outside of the public service, nod 
the country ha.? not only approved but has 
warmly applauded whit has beendone. The rebel 
clamor against the suspension of the action of tho 
writ of Habeas Uorpm, has not disquieted 
anybody’s nerve?. ihe popular intelligence 
fully comprehends that the Constitution and 
law? were established to perpetuate the exriteuce 
of the Govern m nt, and not to serve a? instru- 
ments for its overthrow by affording immunity 
to crime and perfect freedom of action to traitors.

•vents, we well know what secession was intend- 
ed to accomplish, and bitterly do we know w hat 
it has accomplished, and we would now no more 
think of gravely examining ir? character and 
teodauutxi to prove it tn»wu»ble, ihnu tve would 



and liberties cf more tbao twenty-six millions of 
people. The Union raurt be preserved and the 
rebellion mud be suppressed, and the country 
will sustain the Administration n the assump- 
tion and unhesitating exercise of nil power? abso- 
lutely necessary for the accomplishment of those 
ends. A large part, however, of the dhloya 
men m our midst are beyond the reach of the ob 
ser vat ion and ’igilance of the Government, and 
the correction of the evil must, therefore, large- 
ly depend upon ths condemnation of public opin- 
ion. The men who give aid and comfort to the 
enemy by secretly fumDhing them information 
by advocating t hair cans?, by sowing dissension 
in our midst, by insidiously discouraging lo\'al 
citizens from entering the military service, are 
mere fatal'v the f »ea of our country than if th^v 
we»e iu the ranks of tho Confederate army 
ard they are, morallv at least, as guilt v of 
the death of those who fall iu defence 
the Government as if they had met them 
with loaded muskets on the haftle-tHd— and 
they should he treated accordingly. I repeat 
it emphatically, they should be tieated according- 
ly. In railroad cars acd on steamboats, in every 
thoroughfare, and in every husinc?? and social 
circle, disloyalty should be 'reprobated and blast- 
ed as a leprous and loathsome thing. When, 
therefore, such men offer you their hands, look 
well to them, and if you have the eves which I 
hav* you will see that thev are stai-ied with the 
blood of brave and true men— it mav be vour 
kindred and friends— who have perished and are 
perishing still upon the battle fields of the South 
acd you will turn aw v from them with indigna- 
tion, scorn, and dingust. 

Ther? are doubtless men— few in number I 
think— who sincerely believe tbat-the question 
of public honor cut of view— the Republic could 
be severed, a pea c? patched up, and that the two 
confederacies would live on thereafter a.? prosper- 
ously as before. A more false aud fatal thought 
never crept, serpent-like, into an American bo- 
som, and ih it man must be utterly unread in 
human history who can entertain it for a moment 
lou might as well expect that the boat which 
has been turned adrift above the cataracts of 
Niagara will have a tranqud voyage, if you will 
stand, as some of us have done, amid the’ ruins of 
the crumbled empires of the old woild and ask 
them, thev will ail answer you, it is * delusion. 

If von will outer the cemetery of nations, and lav 
.vour ear to the sepulchres of those voung and 
brav e t ig passiou-lul republic? which have per- 
1 . , " m,d I 1 '* convulsions of civil strife, thev 
hi! 1 tell you in a< cents of broken nos? of heart it 
is a delusion. But if you will not l.sten to the 
voices of the past, go to Mexico and Noutli Arno- 
ld, and a k the inhabitants of those bright lands, 
breath. d upon, a? they are, by the tineit climates 
of the earth, occupying soil? of "xhausiles* fer- 
tility, and living amid rivers ard lakes and moun- 
tains of grandeur aid cf inspiration, and lifting 
up their I *owed heads, amid demoralization and 
rorertyand dishonor, they will tell you it is a 
delusion. 

I rejoice to believe that the spirit of loyalty 
dwells at this time richly and abundantly iu the 
popular heart of the North and West. But I do 
beseech you — you who ha-e so deep a stake in 

the present and in the future of our country vou 

men of culture, of fortune, acd of mural power 

1 do implore that bv all means possible vou will 
add yet further to the power and to the fervor of 
that loyalty. If it grows told amid the calcula- 
tion* of avarice or craven under the dricooiage- 
ments of defeat, our country will be overcome. 
What the crisis demands i? a patriotism wki b 
will abide the ordeal of tire, which i« purified 
fr.'in ail seliishn*>e.s and fr«>m all fear; which is , 
heroic and exhausUe??, and which vow? with I 
•verv throb of life, if repulsed, it will ra'lv, if j 
strivkeu down it will ii“e again, and that 
neder the pressure of no urciini- farces 
j of raverae or sorrow or buffering shall ih« 



national flag be abandoned or the honor of the 
country be compromised. What we need is a pat- 
riotism that rises to a full comprehension of the 
actual and awful peril in which our institutions 
are placed, and that is eager to devote every 
power of body and mind and fortune to their de- 
deliverance— a patriotism, which, obliterating all 
party lines and entombing all party issues, aavs 
to the President of the United States: “Here are 
our lives and our estates, take them, use them 
freely, use them boldly, but use them successful- 
ly; for, looking upon the graves of our father?, 
and upon the cradles of our children, we have 
sworn that, though aU things else should perish, 
tills Government shall live. That man who think? 
of parly organization, and party spoils, and who 
seek? to distract and divide the public mind with 
petty questions as to how the Government shall 
l»e administered, at a time when the eneinv i 3 at 
the very doors of the Capital, declaring that there 
shall be no Government, is, in my judgment, 
false to Lh* 'first and highest duty of an American 
citizen. When the children of the republic have 
been summoned as a band of brothers to battle 
for its verv life, ami when the banner of that re- 
public is floating mournfully over tented fields, 
every wrangling tlig of faction or of party that 
dares lift itself in its presence, should be spurned 
as a fDg of disloyalty, if not of treason. It i? 
such a patriotism as this, and such only, that will 
conduct you to victory, and I have unspeakable 
gratitic it ion in knowing that it is now being tho- 
roughly a wakened throughout the loyal States. 

The capitalists of the country, risking every- 
thing, have come forward with a grandeur of 
devotion to the country, which, while it will ex- 
cite the astonishment of Europe, has already in- 
spired the admiration and gratitude of every’ true 
American heart. All honor to them. They have 
proved that if there is much gold in Wall street, 
there is yet more patriotism there— not a sum me 
patriotism that flourishes amid the pa' ins of vie 
tory, but a patriotism which struggle- and sacri- 
fice^ and suffers, even in the winter of adversity 
and amid the verv gloom of national humiliation. 
Unless the American people can thus feel, there 
is imminent danger that the sun of our national 
life, now obscured, will yet go down forever amid 
storms aud datkness. If all our great material 
interests are deposed H nd d isolate «l by the shad- 
ow now resting upon that sun, what would bo our 
condition were that shadow deepened into the 
night of permanent defeat? Is t here nothing to 
live for but the gains of our commerce and tb« 
embellishment of our estates and homes — nothing 
but our personal ease and comfort? Are honor 
and manhood and loyalty and national fame and 
the respect and homage of the wot Id nothing? 
Is it nothing to live without a country and 
without a flag, without a future for ourselves and 
our children, and to stand forth the degenerate and 
aba?ed descendants of a great onceetn? We 
might indeed abjectly lay oursel ve? in the dust 
and be sli pped by traitor hand* of all that enno- 
bles and sweetens human existence, and still live 
on a? do the cattle of (be fields: but our bvr.? 
would l*e far more icnoole than theirs. If, with 
8 1 1 our vast material resources, and cur known and 
acknowledged superiority of physical force over 
the rebels; if. with all the profit re avowals of devo- 
tion to our institutions which we Ii ive so cl im.»r- 
ouri v made, we still suffer this rebellion to tri- 
umph over us, I verily believe that the American 
name will become a stench in the n strife of the 
woil I, and that an American citizen will rot be 
able to walk the Creels of a European Capbal 
without having the finger of scorn pointed at 1 im 
and without being covered with contumely aud 
dei ’on. 

If I might be permitted to spoak a single word 
upon such a sn' ject, I would earnestly counsel 
patience and forbearance in reference’ to those 
charged with the administration of the govern- 
ment. Before criticising, we should remember 
that W’e may not see the whole field of action, and 
may not therefore be in a condition justlv to ap- 
preciate the difficulties to be overcome. No man 
can doubt the courage or the loyalty of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, or hi? determination 
to suppress this rebellion. To him. under the 
Constitution, the public voice has absolutely com- 
mitted the fato of the Republic; his bands are 
emphatically vour hand?, and in weakening him, 
you necessarily weaken yourselves, and weaken 
the struggling country we are all laboring to 
save. He, too, is at tin.? moment overwhelmed 
w’ith mountains of toil and of responsibility, such 
a? have pressed upon no public man in our histo- 
ry, and lie is fully entitled to all the support and 
consolation which a generous and warm-hearted 
patriotism can possiblv give him. 

Follow citizens, amid ull the discouragements 
that surround us, I have still an unfaltering faith 
in human progress and in the capacity of man for 
self-government. I believe that the blood which 
the true and the heroic lovers of our r«ce have 
shefl upon more than a thousand fields, has 
I. >rne fruit and that that frui is the republic of 
the United States. It came forth upon tte woild 
like the ftiorning sun from Im chamber; its pith- 
way has been a pathway of light and glory, and 
it has poured its b)e?singa upon its people in the 
brimming fulness with which the rivsrs pour 
their waters into the sra I cannot adnr.ir to mv 
Imsoiii the crushing thought that in the fall blaze 
of the Christian civilization of the nineteenth 
century such a Government is fated to fall be- 
neath the swords of the guilty men now banded 
together for its overthrow'. 1 cannot, 1 will 
not Mieve that twenty millions cf people, 
cultivated, courageous, and loyal— twenty mil 
lions of the Anglo Saxon race — bearing the names 
of the heroes of the Revolution and pasring their 
lives amid the inspirations of it.? battle-fields, 
will ignominiously suffer their institutions to be 
overturned 4>v ten inilions, nearly one half of 
whom are helpless slaves with fettors on their 
hands. No page of history so dark and so hu- 
miliating as this has yet been written of anv 
pirlim of the hum in family, and it were far bet- 
ter that the American people should never have 
been born than that thev should live to have 
such a history written of themselves. 

The skirls of the loyal Statf are fr«e from the 
guilt and wretchedness of this fratricidal strife.

istorv will bwr testimony how zealously, bow 
unceasingly, and. I must add, how successfully, 
the Government of the UniUd States ha? striven 
to protect all the constitutional rights and insti- 
tutions of the South, desnite of all that the 
South herself has done and is deieg to sacrifice 
them. The blows we are now called upon to 
strike, we will deal standing upon the threshold 
of our national life, and they will fall upon those 
who.und r the promptings of a maddened ambition, 
would, with armed hordes, cross that threshold 
and destroy us. Let ti? then thoroughly reuse 
and nerve ourselves to the great werk of duty 
that is before us. If jt j.i to be done well, it. 
should be done quickly. If wo would spare liotli 
blood and treasure, w'e should move promptly and 
mightily. Were it possible at this moment to 
precipitate the whole physical force of Ihe loyal 
State? as an avalanche upon the South, it would 
be a measure not only or wisdom and economy, 
but eminently one of humanity also. Eat ii? 
have faith and hope aud courage, and all will 
yet bo well. 

Fellow- citizens; I feel that. I mav have spoken 
to you with more emphasis and with more earn- 
estness of suggestion than I am privileged to em 
ploy in vour presence. If I have done so, you will 
forgive the freedom — I know you will— to that ter- 
rible conjuncture of public affair? in which it is 
my fortune to address you. If I had more inter- 
est than you have, or less interest than you have, 
in the tragic events and is.?uo3 to which" we hive 
referred, you might well distrust me; but l have 
precisely the samo. If this Union i* dismembered 
and the Government subverted, the grave of 
every earthly h*»pe will open at mv feet and it 
will open at your feet also. In the lives of fami- 
lies and of nations there ari?e from time to time 
emergencies of danger which pres? all their mem- 
bers into the same common council chamber; and 
when the tempest i? raging at sea, and all nauti- 
cal skill seem.? at fault, and the laboring, quiver- 
ing vessel shrieks out from every joint th*» agony 
of the conflict, all who are on board — alike the 
humblest sailor and the obscurest rassenger — may 
rightfully speak, on that great principle of our 
nature which no human institutions can modify 
and no human despotism cm subdue — the right 
of self preservation. Eveu so, amid the heady 
currents of this national tragedy, I, but an humble 
citizen of our distracted and bleeding countrv. 
have veutured to lift up to-night the voice of 
counsel and of entreaty in your hearing. 

Willi im Curtis Noyee, Esq., followed Mr. Holt, 
in a speec'i of £r?at eloquence and beauty, for 
which we have space for only a short quotation. 
He said; “And now, Mr. President, 1 have to ex- 
press my thanks to the honorable gentleman from 
Kentucky for the eminent public services which 
he has rendered — | applause |— not only in behalf 
of the Chamber of Commerce, but in behalf of 
the city of New York [cheer?], and 1 know J may 
say in behalf of the State of New York. | Ap 
plause. | New York gives her hand to Kentucky. 
[Shakes band? with Mr. Holt, amid tremendous 
cheering. | She will give both hands, with her 
heart iu it, to Kentucky. [Renewed cheering. | 
You, Sir, found the Government in a condition of 
great pressure; jmu gave it an impetus which 
brought it out of the rough sea in which it was 
wallowing. Another republic, at the period of 
i 3 lowest depression, manfully acknowledged it 
by p acing upon its coins a ship in full sail, un 
der full canvas, knocked down almost in the 
trough of the sea, and they had for their motto — 
‘She drifts, none knows whither. We drift, we 
know where, and you are responsible for that 
drift. | Cheers | Go on, Sir, in your w r ork of pa- 
triotism and benevolence; go through the country 
and rouse it by the eloquent appeals that you can 
make, such 83 we have listened to to-night. | Ap- 
plause. | Go on. Sir, and may God prosper you 
io it, and you will receive as great a future re- 
ward in bringing this country to it* right position 
upon those great questions a? the great orator of 
Athens received when he made his denunciations 
against Philip of Macedon. [Loud cheering. | 1 l>eg 
leave to oiler in c inclusion, Sir, ibis i\ solutior:” 

Resolved^ That the Hon. Joseph Holt of Ken- 
tucky, by bis unaulli d character, in private a3 
well a? in public lift; by his unfaltering devotion 
to the Constitution and the Union; by the prompt 
and successful measures promoted by him for their 
defence, and for the protection of the Capital 
when in imminent peril irjm traitorous domestic 
"•e-S by his patriotic efforts throughout the coun- 
try. a d e pecially in hi? own State in rallying 
the people iu the support of the national flag and 
our national integrity, and by hi? stirring and elu 
quent appeal on this occasion, has entitled him- 
self to the gratitude of his countrymen and to 
the admiration of the lovers of freedom and free 
pulir institution*- everywhere; and that the 
hanks of this assembly be and thev are hereby 
gratefully tendered to him. 

Tho resolution was received with acclamation* 
of applause.

Important Resolution. — The Legislature 
is coming up to its work. It has called upon 
Gov. Magoffin to issue his proclamation de- 
manding the immediate evacuation of Ken- 
tucky by the Confederate troops. That how- 
ever is but a small part of the Legislature’s 
pressing duty. 

Capt. Richard W. Johnson — This gallant 
officer, detailed from the regular army to act 
as Lieutenant-Colonel in Col. Jackson's Regi- 
ment of Cavalry now rapidly forming here, 
arrived in this city yesterday from Washing- 
ton. llig quarters are at the Galt House. 

Col. Johnson is a native of Kentucky, a 
graduate of West Point, and for the last twelve 
years haa been on duty in the cavalry service of 
the United States, lie is one of the very ablest 
and most accomplished officers in the national 
service. Ilis detachment from the regular 
army for this new service at his own instance 
as well as at the separate instance cf Col. 
Jackson is a very striking compliment to l»oth. 
Umier the auspices of these trained and chival- 
ric soldiers wc confidently look for the specify 
organization of a cavalry regiment that shall 
tix the eye of the country at the outset and 
carry it with ever increasing admiration 
throughout the vicissitudes of this stupendous 
war. 

Col. Johnson will enter forthwith upon the 
work of mustering into the service volunteers 
for his regiment and of assisting generally in 
the formation and equipment of the body. 

<?“The great duty which the Legislature 
should perform is to sweep the State Guard 
out of existence. Not a night passes that 
some of its members in this city do not leave 
and take with them the arras which they have 
received from the State, and which they have | 
sworn to use for the defence of the State. Not- 
withstanding this they are preparing to U6C 
Kentucky’s arms to aid those who have in- 
vaded our State. At once and instantly the 
State Guard law should be repealed and the 
arms ordered in. 

£3PDo not the members of the Legislature 
know that the Confederate forces will not be 
withdrawn from Kentucky except upon terirs 
which no honorable Kentuckian will [accept? 

If so, why is there a moment’s delay. Why 
not act now* Why dampen that ardor anti en- 
thusiasm which people exhibit at unprovoked 
insult? Why stop to parley and reason when 
an insult has been otfered which the offender 
announces in advance that he will not retract? 

Removal of Arms. — We have time after time 
called attention to the fact that large quantities 
of arms belonging to the State Guard in tbij cily 
had been sent to the Southern Confederacy. We 
are informed that on Saturday night last eighty 
stand of State arms, together with two packages 
of oakum, six boxes of miscellaneous goods, acd 
some other articles, were taken over the Nash- 
ville road from this city, in charge of an 
ex captain of the Kentucky State Guard, a 
Mr. Field, and two or three others late 
employees at the Nashville railroad depot. 
The guns and other articles alluded to were 
placed on a hand car, and transported down the 
road, whence they could be easily forwarded to 
the Southorn Confederacy. The guns thus smug- 
gled from this city, and from the State, were the 
property of the State, and were held and sent 
away by those who had sworn to support the 
constitution and laws, to be used in the warfare 
which has been forced upon Kentuckians by their 
rebel enemies. 

Seizure of State Arms.— The Mayor of the 
city and the Sheriff of Jefferson county received 
information last evening that the Kentucky 
Billemen, Capt. John McGill, attached to the 
State Guard, were at the point of leaving, with 
their arms, for the Southern Confederacy. About 
• : ght o’clock the Sheriff, Mr. Wash. Davis, with a 
posse of the city police, proceeded to tbe*ai mory of 
the Kentucky Riflemen, at the court house, and re- 
quired the members of the company, to the number 
of thirty-seven, to surrender their arms, and the 
guns were placed in the jail for safe keeping. Some 
resistance was made to the surrender, but tbe or- 
der of the sheriff was promply executed. Upon 
examination it was found that many of the guns 
were loaded, and that some of the members of 
the company had their knapiack* packed with 
clothing and other articlej preparatory to a 
movament to j >in tbe Southern army. Our May- 
or, sheriff, and police dseerve credit for making 
this important arrest. 

CiTAIl reasonable and just claims for expenses 
incurred in Eubeisting or transporting tbe men of 
Col. Jackson's Regiment aro to be settled by the 
General Government. 

Cap ains can advance the necessary sums and 
wrill be reimbursed, or they can send their ac- 
counts to Lieut. Col. Johnson for immediate pay- 
ment. Horses, saddles, clothing, arm 3 , &c., are 
supplied by tbe U. S. Captains of companies can 
from time to time report progress in enlisiting, 
and an officer will be despatched to them for the 
purpose of mustering the men into tbe tervice of 
the United States. 

If it be neceseary to board the men before they 
are musteied, forty cents per diem will be al- 
lowed. 

Capt. Silas Miller. — We have heard of 
someltody’s saying, a considerable distance from 
Louisville, that the Galt Hcuse i3 a Secession 
House. The proprietor of that line old House is 
Capt. Silas Miller, and, if anybody can tell us 
where there is a better Union man than he, one 
readier to talk for tbe Union, vote for the Union, 
and fight for the Union, we will gladly go a 
thousand miles to see the patriotic wonder. 

Cavalry. — We would call attention to the 
advertisement of Capt. C. L. Unthank and 
Lieut. James Crowel, in another column. They 
have full authority to rai?e a company of 
cavalry in Col. Bayless s regiment, under Gen. 
Anderson. These gentlemen are well known, and 
will make able and efficient officers. Patriots, 
come forward promptly at your country’s call ’ 

CSTMr. A. IL Fontaine, it will be seeD, 
proposes, in an address in the east room of the 
Court House to-night, to call “ Kentuckians to 
the rescue.” Mr. Fontaine is familiar with 
the great issues of the hour, and will, we 
doubt not, come up to the magnitude of the 
occasion. 

WMeears. Andrew Ewing, John Marshall, and 
W. K. Bowling, commi siomrj from Teunessee 
to the Kentucky Legislature, arrived in this city 
from Frankfort last evening, and tock rooms at 
the Louisville Hotel.

I enclose the resolutions of the “Peace Conven- 
tion, "which held its session bore yesterday. I 
did not attend the meeting, but a friend has giv- 
en me the use of his copious notes, from which I 
can give our readers something of an inside view 
of its doings. There was not much speaking, but 
what there was may be regarded as of the most 
inflammatory character. In the course of his re- 
marks R. W. Woolley, Efq , contended that mar- 
tial law was contrary to the spirit of the Consti- 
tution; that Lnglish and American jurists had so 
decided. He warned Kentuckians, unless some- 
thing should come to their rescue between now 
and the first of October, that martial law would 
l»e proclaimed here; brother would be torn from 
sister, husband from wife, personal liberty vio- 
lated, and all of us subjected to an iron despot- 
ism. and if the present Legislature acted in the 
manner now indicated, we should have no secu- 
rity at [all. But, said Mr. Woolley, be not 
impatient, noble sons of noble sires, every- 
thing is ready for your protection; ex- 
cept ycur own strong arms that now 
hang quietly by your sides. lie not impa- 
tient there is a good time coming and all will 
soon be made right by Joe Johnston, Beauregard, 
and Jeff. Divw. He hoped that every cannon 
now booming along the line, all the way from the 
western prairies, trod by the Dutchman that 
stunk of sour crout, and, worse than that, of 
^ ankee cod-fish, clear on to tbe enemy s capital, 
would war so loud as to deafen the artillery of 
tbe skies. He prayed God that every Minie ball 
fired by a Southern gentleman be attended by an 
angel of mercy and find its lodgment in the heart 
of the Northern invader. Oh, ejaculated he, for 
oeo more victory on tbe Potomac, and it would 
soon come; the battle now perhaps living fought 
would be no Bull Run affair, but a long run and 
a run altogether on the capitol of the enemy. 
Charge, gallant Johnston, charge for ycur friends 
and your homes. Brave Beauregard, send reserves 
from the centre. Onward, good Davis and fee 
that the pursuit is well continued and all things 
will soon work well for the glory of Gad and the 
Southern Confederacy. Then we will have many 
a good regiment to spare from Virginia for the 
work on tne borders of the Ohio- then will gal- 
lant soldiers come to your rescue, the camp 9 in 
your midst, established by your enemies, will be 
dispersed and broken up, we will not faar then 
their guns sent into the State to menace us and no 
biyonets shall glisten on Kentucky soil to intim- 
idate freemen contending for their liberty. Then 
Kentucky shall be free! Rather hifulutin that, 
ain’t it? 

The finale of the Convention was rich, as I am 
told. It reassembled at 8 o’clock in the evening 
and proceeded to the consideration of unfini* had 
business, and while the delegates were engaged 
in the lauduable occupation of disseminating poi- 
son throughout the State, calls were made for 
Judge Monroe and Humphrey Marshall, while 
others made other calls and produced great disor- 
der. The groat Duke Humphrey “took the 
studs,” muttered something between his teeth 
which scuoded like an oath and rolled out of the 
hall quite angrily, declining to speak. Something 
like order wa9 finally restored and Mr. E. W. 
Marshall took the standard commenced a speech. 
The cries for Humphrey were redoubled but the 
Speaker said be would be heard; lie was a Mar- 
shall, a Kentuckian, he had tpoken to worse 
crowds and the Peace Convention thou Id not be 
broken up in a rov for lack of brains. The 
crowd becoming more boisterous he said he 
wou'd speak — he had bis rights and bis 
friends who were there ar.d prepared or armed. 

I have beard both expressions attril tiled to 
him. At this juncture a belligerent indi- 
vidual ora practical joker on the outside of tbe 
bar of the House, said if Mr. M. wanted a fight 
he could have it. The Peace Convention there- 
upon waxed pugnacious and wrathful. Like the 
accommodating chairman of the Sens of Harmo- 
ny in Reynold's comedy of Laugh When You 
Can, who always carried a pair of duelling pistols 
in his pockets to settle quarrels amicably, these 
lovers of peace were probably all armed to the 
teeth and every one of them a walking arsenal. 
How the panic which ensued organized I cannot 
tell, but part of the crowd stampeded. I can 
imagine the rush through the rotunda and down 
the circular stairs under tbe dome to tbe lower 
vestibule. Humphrey Marshall “larding the 
lean earth;” Bill Preston— that's his name now 
among the peace party— giving a fine specimen of 
his capacity for walking Spanish, derived from his 
Ute residence at Madrid; Governors Magcfiin and 
Powell going it neck and neck— one of them 
lost his hat, I hear; Governor Morebead tak- 
ing the advice of Lady Macbelb: “Stand not 
upon the order of going, but go at once;" and 
the entire crowd following pell mell, promiscu- 
ously, and in a panic. Hats, umbrellas, walking- 
sticks were left in the hall, on the stairs, iu tbe 
Capitol ground?, and even in the streets. Such 
running, swearing, plunging, and splurging were 
never seen before. The panic must have been 
ludicrously fearful and laughably terrible.— 
The stampede at Bull Run was nothing to lie 
compared with tbe breaking up of tbe grand con- 
clave of the Secession States Rights Bull Run 
Peace Party. Its resu’utions are fiat rebellion and 
rank treason, with no attempt at sugar-coating. 
The tale is a round, unvarnished one, and it 
meins death to the Union atd huzza for the 
Southern Confederacy ! It would require a most 
subtle ingenuity to deny or disprove that asser- 
tion. 

Tbe Senate after an hour’s session this morning 
took a recess until three o’clock Ibis afternoon. A 
great deal of private business was originated in 
the House. Col. Harney, from the Committee on 
Federal Relations, introduced a resolution direct- 
ing the Governor to issue his proclamation ordei- 
ing the Tennessee or Confederate forces to 
evacuate the soil of Kentucky, which was adopt- 
ed by 71 to 26. When tbe name of Mr. Yeaman, 
of Daviess, was called, he rose and reid as it has 
been announced on the other s*de that this is the 
tocsin of war he did not wish the announcement 
to go forth without a contradiction. The resolu- 
tion, he said, was the lute of peace but tbe shield 
of our honor. Gentlemen say they want peace, 
God knows be did, and if they want it so much 
they can have it before the sun goes down. He, 
too, wanted no armies on our soil, but the first to 
come must be the first to go. He, too, wanted 
neutrality, but be must have neutrality with 
honor. To amend by adding “and the Federal 
troops, as gentlemen on the other side announce 
they would do, would under existing circum- 
stances be to dissolve our connection with tbe 
Uoion and forfeit our claim to the protection of 
the Federal Government which be did not come 
here to do. More than this, we have been invaded 
and conditions prescribed to ns by the invader. He 
for one would not submit to conditions, nor legis- 
late under c impulsion, and therefore he voted v«a 
upon the resolution. This brief, emphatic, and 
patriotic speech elicited applause in the galleries, 
which the Speaker promptly suppressed. Mr. 
King moved a suspension of tbe rules to introduce 
a resolution of similar import, but embracing 
both the Federal and Confederate forces. The 
House refused to suspend by a vote of 68 to 29. 

I need not eulogise (he spirit of tbe vote, when it 
has been so pointedly explained by Mr. Yeaman. 

A resolution offered yesterday by Mr. Alfr d 
Allen, proposing a recess of the Legislature from 
tbe 23d inst. until the 1st Monday in December, 
was passed over informally and placed in the or- 
ders of tbe day. I think it highly probable that 
it will eventually meet the assent of both Houses. 

Mr. Finnell offered a resolution for tbe appein'- 
ment of a committee of five to inquire into the 
death of citizens, their expulsion fmn their 
borne?, and injury to their persons and property, 
produced by political ques* ions. The inquiry to 
embrace cases which have occurred since the ad- 
journment of the last Legislature, and the Com- 
mittee to have pow*r to send f r persons and pa- 
peri. A substitute was offered bv Mr. Yea mac 



and an amendment by Mr. Burns m, which di 
rected the Committee on tbe Judiciary to summon 
before them or to addreis the various Circuit 
Judges and learn what additional legislation, if 
any, is necessary to protect life and property in 
this State; and to extend their inquiries to alter 
nevs for the Commonwealth and other persons at 
their discretion. The amendment was, with the 
original, reft 1 red to the Committee on the Judi- 
ciary. 

Mr. Wolfe t tiered a resolution authorizing the 
Committee on Federal Relations to employ a 
clerk which was adopted. Our distinguished 
townsman is the chairman of this important com 
raittee, and he will bring to the discharge of its 
duties all that assiduity, extended experience, 
statesmanship, and legal ability, which are re 
eminently his characteristics. Under bis super- 
vision the honor of the State will be zealously 
guarded, and its loyalty be preserved without a 
llaw, speck or blemish. I regard it as most fortu 
Date for Kentucky, that she has in her present 
legislature so many men of mark and high at. 
t-MLiuents, and amo^g them most conspicuously 
stand* Nathaniel Wolfe. 

Several “peace” propositions from the secession 
side of the House were offered, all of which were 
tinctures or dilu'ions of the resolutions adopt* <1 at 
the Convention yesterday— all aiming to aid the 
Confederates and embarrass the government of 
the Unite*! States. They were referred to the 
Committee on tbe Judiciary without debate under 
the rule. The House will hold an afternoon ses- 
sion. 

1 the light it was a great stretch of courtesy for 
the House to grant the use of its Hall to the peace 
Convention, but a great good has come out of it. 
The speakers threw off the mask and spoke boldly 
of Washington as the enemy's Copilot , and looked 
to tbe coming of the rebel Generals among us a a 
the advent of deliverers. After this avowal of 
treason, the legislature should no longer hesitate 
to act and act decidedly. Resolutions on paj*er 
can have little or no effect; the State wants a 
resolution to do. Action and not woidi seem de- 
manded by the most stern necessity.

We know that very discouraging infer- 
ences have l»een drawn by loyal men in Kentucky 
frotn the fact as published recently, that Ohio 
has now but eighteen thousand men in the field. 
Men of Kentuckv, as true to the Union as we are, 
and who are ready to fight for the Union, see over- 
hanging them on the Tennessee hcrJer four mili- 
tary encampments, aaid to contain fifteen or twen- 
ly thousand rpen. ready to enter Kentucky at a 
wink from Magoffin, Breckinridge, or their mas- 
ter, Tow Monroe, l*i conquer the State. There- 
fore there i) no wonder that the loval Kentuckians 
lock with anxious interest to see where their eup- 
p >rt b to come from io case they are assailed and 
a 'tempted to l*e subjugated by the •.** esfion swarms 
from Tennessee. In a matter so vital, it would 
be utterly unjustifiable to attempt tbe slightest 
deception. V. e will, therefore, endeavor to 
state with the utmost candor what our friends 
over the river may rely upon. They must re- 
member, that, at thi* moment, the three mouths 
men are all disbanded, and those who are in tbe 
held are for three years or the war, and there are 
now twenty-nine regiments forming in this Stau, 
many of them with rank) nearly or quite full! 
Several regiments can be ready to receive march- 
ing orders in three days. Ten regiments will be 
coocenlra f ed, this week, at Camp3 Dennison and 
Chase. We are slating the case very mildly 
when we ?»v that Ohio could send ten regiment", 
within ten days, to support the Uoion men of 
Kentucky against invader from Tennessee. In- 
diana ha* now about thirteen thousand men io 
ermp. She could send them all to Louisville in 
three days. The military preparations of Illinois 
are enonnou*. Troops iii that State are counted 
by brigades. At least ten Illinois regiments 
could be advanced from Illinois into Kentuckv in 
as many days.. The States of Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, and Michigan have sent troops to tbe 
Potomac. F^ach of these S’aies has several 
regimen s now forming and just about ready. 
In a case of a great emergency, such as the inva- 
sion of Kentuck v by secessionists, these regiments 
could l*e harried to* meet tbe invaders. We do 
not be>itate to assert it. as our opinicn, that in ten 
days ufter a call for help from the Uoion men of 
Kentucky, thirty thousand Northwestern men 
would cross the ( >biu river to their relief, and that 
in a fortnight fifty thousand would go forward. 
The announcement that the secersionists had in- 
vaded Kentuckv would electrify the Northwest, 
and there would be such a rush lo arms as has 
been unheard of. The number of cannon, rifled 
and smooth bore, and of rilled muskets, Ko field 
rifles, and good new percussion smooth bore mus- 
kets, and the quantity of ammunition now on 
hand in the West is surprisingly great; aud every 
run and cartridge would be at 'the service of the 
l 'nion men of Kentui ky. Throughout the North- 
west the nenple have looked with admiration 
upon the Union men of t Md Kentucky, seeing iu 
their wisdom, their moral * r urage, their undaunt - 
ed front toward the enemies of the Union, their 
repeated and splendid victories at tbe bellot-box 
for the Union, bright signs of restored nationality 
and the revival of the full-orbed glory of tbe Re- 
public. 

If nothing else would awaken the whole par pie 
of the Northwest to unparalleled efforts— if noth- 
ing else would cause them to put forth their whole 
strength — the news that the loyal citizen* of 
Kentucky were about to be overrun by a horde of 
secession desperadoes, because they were the 
friends of the Union, and of the flag with its full 
field of star3 and all its radiant s trines, would 
raise legions of armed men. I^t the I nion men 
of Kentucky be of good cheer about their back- 
ing. They will, if the trial by battle come*, be 
instantly and amply support©!, so that tho war 
will not last long in Kentucky, but will be crushed 
back into Tennessee. 

There is but one way to preserve peace in Ken- 
tuckv, and that is for the Union men lo pnrstie 
steadfastly their sound policy of peace, and be 
ready to stand by their convictions of right — 
ready for an appeal to arms. 

Affairs in Missouri. — The St. l/>uis Demo- 
crat, of Tuesday, has the following later intelli- 
gence from Rolls: 

F'ight prisoners were brought down on the train 
from Kolia yesterday, in charge of I.ieul. Kil- 
gore. Thev were captured in a skirmish which 
tock place between Hie Home Guards and rebels 
at Douglas Prairie, in Gasconade county. The 
atJick was made on the rebels while at dinner, 
Saturday noon. Two of the rebels were killed, 
and in another skirmish, the same day, ten more 
of the rebels were killed and thirty-two borses 
taken. At another place, near Cuba, two scouts 
were taken in a corn field, with McKinstrys 
posses in their pockets. Five hundred men and 
Dubois’s battery had been d'qiatched by Colonel 
W vman to reinforce Capt.. Me Fall, supposed to be 
at Steelville or Salem, where he was threatened 
with an attack. 

Advices were received from Springfield down to 
Friday morning. Ol. John A. Foster, a noted 
secessionist, and the first person to rai-e tbe Con- 
federate flag in Springfield, died on Wednesday 
evening lie received a wound io the knee in the 
liattleof the 10th, and refined to submit to an 
amputation of the limb, deemed net*- <ry by his 
physicians, until the dav before bis dealt), when 
the operation w*:' effected, but too late to warrant 
a recoverv. 

Col. John Young, an old and respected citizen, 
also died the same day. Col. Young was among 
the pioneers of that section, having emigrated 
from Tennessee twenty-four years ago. He was 
a strong Union man, aud his death was much la- 
mented. 

No battle had taken place between Montgom- 
ery and Krins, as was reported, previous to Tues- 
day last. 

A letter from Cape Girardeau, of the 7th, ays: 
Colonel Heck*r h*3 just started on, Board the 
steamer De* Moines, for Paducah, Kentucky. 
Fuel's battery has gone aboard the Illinois, desti- 
nation the same, and the Illinois Seventeenth 
will follow in the first boat down. I* is believed 
that all of General Prentiss’s late command will 
embaik for the seine place as soon a3 possible, 
except enough to guard this post. 

Tbe St. Ix>uis I>em* « r al add : 

Within thirty day*, barracks, cuosisliug of one 
story frame buildings, have been erected immedi- 
ately west of the St. Jziuis Fair Grounds, intend- 
ing to accommodate with sleeping apartments, 
dining rooms, kitchen, &c., an army of twenty 
thousand men. f he*e frame buildings are ten in 
number, averaging about 760 feet in length, and 
48 feel in breadth, the total length being 7,550. 
The buildings extend in three line.* forming three 
sides of a parallelogram and including a space of 
twenty acres. 

Tbe Indiana Eleventh and Twenty-sixth regi- 
ments arrived at St. Louis on Sunday. 

Affairs on thi River. — The Cairo corres- 
pondent of the Cincinnati Gazeete, writing on the 
9th, says: 

The past twodavs have added greatly to tbe 
population of Paducah, and we have troops 
enough there now to render it more secure for tne 
present. A considerable force, consisting of Ho - 
ler s 21th Illinois Regiment, the Illinois 1< tb. the 
American Zouaves, and Buell's artillery' company 
arrived here yesterday, destined for that place, 
but a despatch wa* received that their services 
would not be needed vet, and consequently thev 
are still here, where they will remain until their 
services are needed elsewhere, which may not be 
long. 

Reports have been numerous and unfounded for 
the last two or three day* relative b> the move- 
ment cf General Pillow. Considerable excite- 
ment and much activity was occasioned day be- 
fore yesterday by a report that be was marching 
on Paducah with 30,000 men. Then our force 
there being small, some apprehension was felt lest 
there might be something in the rumor, and sev- 
eral thousand additional troops were immediately 
ordered to that point. 

Pillow's force in Kentucky can be safely put 
down at not over 10,000 men. The majority of 
these are probably ill Columbus. 'I heir camp 
there is hack of th« town and cannot be *e*n 
from the river. The men at tbe guns were all 
that was seen by the Lexington. 

The rebel gunboat Yankee is said to have been 
seen in the bend below Bird’s Point last evening. 
She was evidently sent cut by Pillow to get e 
glimpse of things at thi* point. It certainly must 
have been an interesting sight for her, though 
her stay was far too brief to get a fair and satis- 
factory view, although it is more likely' that it 
would' have become leas satisfactory the longer 
eh* stayed and the more sh* saw.

— W e were shown yesterday, by 
the inventor. Mr. L. T. Wheeler, of Cannelton, 
the models fur a new style of breach -loading can- 
non. These models have been submitted to the 
inspection of some of the most s« i entitle uien in 
the country, and the principles which they illua- 
tiate pronounced to be an improvement on any of 
the guns now in use. One of Iho models is for 
a small canuou, mounted on a carriage similar to 
a wheelbarrow, which is designed to be worked 
by one or two men. Mr. Wheeler i a confident i 
w ill throw a half pound hall a distance of two 
miles, and from the rapidity with which it can 
l*e loaded and tirsd, thinks it would prove one of 
the most destructive weapons that could be taken 
on to « battle field.

LETTER FROM GENERAL BUTLER. 

U. S. Si r. A>1 Frigate Minni sot a, >_ 

Off Cape Uatteras, Aug. 27, 1861. > 

Dear Friend: 1 have received your note, as 
well as thoee of many others of my true friends, 
in Massachusetts, asking my opinion about poli- 
tical questions, and some kindly suggesting my 
name as a candidate for (iovernor at the ensuing 
elect ion. 1 reply to you as r» presenting them 
all, because our intimacy will permit more frank- 
ness than would seem meet toward those less 
closelv connected. 

As I have stated to you, and as I have publicly 
repeated, when I left home, I left all politics, in a 
party sense of the term, behind me, and I now 
know no politics in anv sense, save as represent- 
ed by the question — how best to preserve the 
Uoion and restore the country in its iutegritv. 
Peace is desirable to all, and to none more so than 
the soldier who has left his friends and his home 
to do his duty to his country. 

But, however desirable, it is not to be pur- 
chased upon any terms, save the recognition of 
the authority of the Federal Government over 
every inch of’ territory which ever belonged to it. 

I pen no condition whatever, other than this, 
would 1 consent to peace. A peace involving the 
disintegration of the Union, or until the su- 
premacy of the Government is forever estab- 
lished, would be simply a declaration of perpetual 
war of sections. 

Were the Southern Confederacy to-day ac- 
knowledged in the fullness of good faith two 
months would not elapse before causes of war 
would arise, sufficient not only to justify but to 
demand a renew al of the conflict. No two months 
have passed, in the last ten years at least, in 
w hich outrages have n«‘t been committed upon 
Northern men in the South, which, had they 
been perpetrated by a foreign nation, would have 
demanded a mb ess of grievances, under pain of 

• suspension of diplomatic relations. 

But we hav e borne these outrages because there 
was no tribunal to the arbitrament of which we 
could submit them, and it was b gainst, the genius 
of our people to appeal to arms. Therefore, I see 
with pain upon the part of some of those with 
whom 1 have acted in political organizations a 
disposition to advocate peaceful settlements 
whorein there can be no peace. Therefore, this 
war must go on, not fer the purpose of subjuga- 
i ion, but, if tho.B who commenced it bring upon 
themselves that condition as an incident, it will 
only be another illustration of the fruit of sowing 
the wind. Besides these there are no other 
I’olitics. 

i »n the matter of the nomination — 1 cannot 

• onsent that iny name should be used by any 
party. While on some things, as you are “aware, 

• d<> not agree with the principles upon which 
both the State and the national administrations 
were inaugurated, vet we at* a long way past 
that. The Republican party, having won a poli- 
tical v ictory, both ill the State and in tne nation, 
i e jt i :!ed t * the patriot!- endeavor of every man 
in give it < fair trial In the admimst ration of the 
Government, and in that it should, as it doe;;, 
tike the lead in official j^ositions. 

Ynd now’ there io left o« -thing for us to contend 
against, save any corruption, inefficiency, or im- 
propriety of administration, which I doubt not 
would at once b« rebuked a - well by Republicans 
as by J)em< irat3. But, aa far c regards the 
personnel of administration in the State, 1 believe 
Gov. Andrew has endeavored faithfully, zealou - 
ly, an d efficiently to put our Commonwealth on 
the side of the natioD, and to sustain the 1 nion. 

I therefore, for one, would not desire to see 
« hange in the Executive, although l doubt not 
i he peep’e will demand chaogej iu some of the 
minor offices. 

I do nut eav that I would vote for G >v. Andrew, 
but were 1 at home 1 would not vote against him 
Let it he understood that without d stmcti«»n of 
p rtv, and without raising party issues, all men 
who love the Union are determined to stand by it 
and the country until th’ rebellion shall be quell- 
ed, ani then we may hereafter divide as we please 
••non the miner differences of admini stration of 
Government. 

io you, my dear friend, 1 need urge no juslifi 
..at ion for this course. Vou will appreciate it, for 
you are aware of the sacrifice, both of feeling ard 
of position, I made, a year ago. in the earnest en 
deavor to save the country from this calamity, 
which I then partly foresaw, and, acting in the 
heat light I bad, endeavored to prevent. And I 
am ready to make a like sacrifice now to repel 
that which I then sought to avert. 1 need Io 
thank ytu and others of my friends for this, 
among many other kindnesses vou have shown me.

BEN’J. F. BUTLER. 
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General Court-Martial. — D uring the pa 
week several deserters and other military often 
ilers were tiled by general court-martial on Gov- 
ernor's Island. The aentenves passed by the court 
hiving been confirmed by the prepor authorities, 
were promulgated to the men on p trade yester- 
day. Some of tbe delinquent* were sentenced to 
leu months* confinement in the guard-house to 
wear a ball and cliam, and to have most of their 
pay stopped during that time. The following are 
now the only legal punishments which can be in- 
flicted upon soldier?; Death, simple confinement, 
confinement on bread and water diet, haid labor, 
ball and chain, forfeiture of pay and allowances, 
dishonorable discharge from the service, and re- 
primand. 'I’he ball usually weighs about thirty 
pounds, and is attached to the ancle hv a chain 
varying in length from three to six feet; the 
shorter the chain tho greater the punishment. 

Several years ago, court-martials had power to 
sntence soldiers to be Hogged, but this punish 
menL was very properly abolished by Congress.

The Camp Halter as Prisoners . — The quartets of 
the Uatteras prisoners at Castle William, on 
Governor's IsUud, have been made healthy and 
comfortable. The lower parts, which have been 
closed for years, are opened to admit fresh air, 
and each nun is provided with a straw mattress 
and needful clothing. Yesterday morning they 
breakfasted at ti o'clock, roine of their number 
being detailed as cooks. They were given plent 
of beef and bread, and will recti ve nearly the 
amo fare as our soldiers. A line of posts is placed 
about six tv yards from the fort, which thev are 
not allowed to pas®, nor is a United States soldier, 
unless accompanied by an officer. Many of them 
nt outside the walls, gaziog on the scenery and 
tho passing vessels. The prisoners at Bedloe's 
Island are also humanely caml for. Commodore 
Barron is allowed the liberty of the Island, under 
special guard, and resides in a small house in- 
tended for officers. Fort Schuyler will probably 
be fitted up for anv more prisoners that may be 
forwarded here. — N. Com Adv. t bth.
